DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

THE frequenters of thisTheatre must we should think hail with 
pleasure a change in the monotonous performances of the last 
three months ; Melpomene last night again raised her banner, and 
her high priest Macready, in the character of Othello, proved 
himself worthy of the title of the first tragedian of the day; 
the Tragedy was altogether well acted, Ellen Tree resumed the 
part of Desdemona, and resigned that of Emilia to Mrs. Sloman, 
which was a great improvement in the cast. The Opera of Gus- 
tavus the Third was the afterpiece. 

ADELPHI.—Last night, a new Drama, in three acts, called 
Rienzi; or, the Last of the Tribunes was brought out at this 
Theatre with every possible splendour. Itis an adaptation by 
Buckstone of Bulwer’s new novel bearing the same title, and 
though the task of dramatising a novel is a most difficult one, 
Buckstone has as far as is possible surmounted the difficulty. 
He has followed the story as exactly as he could, so as to reduce 
three volumes into three acts, and most of the striking incidents 
are retained. The Drama opens with the murder of Rienzi’s 

oung brother by one of the nobles, and it finishes with the 
death of the Tribune, and the destruction of his palace by fire. 
Mr. Elton was engaged expressly to play the part of Rienzt, 
which he did in a manner highly creditable to his talent; he 
was much applauded, and called for at the end to receive 
renewed plaudits. The same honor was conferred on Buckstone, 
and the piece was given out for repetition without a dissenting 
voice. We hope its attraction-will repay the great outlay, the 
dresses are magnificent, and the scenery is all new and very 
beautiful.—_The house was crowded from the beginning. 

We understand the partner of Mr. Rayner, a gentleman lately 
in the army, and who has lost his property through the various 
prosecutions against the Strand Theatre, intends shortly to give 
an entertainment after the manner of Mathews and Yates, and 
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that he is induced to do so, not alone from the persecutions he 
has suffered, but from the great success he has met in the Pro- 
vinces.
